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Rogers sends ‘no’ 
on Bicentennial talk 


The Belle Glade Bicentennial 
celebration may have to go on without 
the main speaker unless other 
arrangements can be made, the Herald 
learned this week, following the receipt 
of a letter saying Congressman Paul 
Rogers won't be able to make it. 

Congressman Rogers had been 
asked by members of the Belle Glade 
Bicentennial Committee last April to 
be the main speaker during ceremonies 
planned for Memorial Day and Rogers 
tentatively accepted. 

A check made last week during the 
committee's regular 
determine what time 
convenient for Rogers to make his 
appearance, revealed Rogers had the 
appointment set on his calendar and an 
aide advised the committee to write 
him on the time of day. 

That was on Feb. 9 but a letter, 
dated Feb. 6, which Committee 
Chairman Charles Ward received this 
week from Rogers advises him the 
Congressman will be unable to be here 
on May 31. 

Rogers told Ward he had had some 
time recently to look over his calendar 
and noted the invitation schedpled for 
May 31. “Unfortunately, it appears, 
now," Rogere wrote, "that I will be 
unable to be in Belle Glade on that 
date and I was hoping to be able to 
arrange for an alternate time. 

“It will be necessary for me to be in 
Florida the weekend of May 15," he 
went on, "and I might suggest that 
afternoon following a previously 
scheduled luncheon engagement which 
I have in Pómpano Beach. 

"If it is possible: to change the 
date," he said, "І will look forward to 


hearing from you as I would very 
much like to be able to participate.” 

Ward said he had advised Mrs. 
Ruth Wedgworth of the Congress- 
man’s letter and he understood she 
was to telephone Rogers in the hope of 
working out other arrangements. 

As of Wednesday morning, Ward 
said he was unsure whether Mrs. 
Wedgworth had made the call and 
Mrs. Wedgworth was out of her office 
all that day and was unavailable for 
comment. 

The committee set the date of the 
celebration for May 31 because 
members felt Memorial Day wouldn't 
conflict with other celebrations already 
sèt for July 4, when a number of other 
municipalities in the area are planning 
events commemmorating the Bicen- 
tennial. 


But if celebration plans were dealt 
a blow in the speaker area, progress 
was made in another direction. 

Following the last committee 
meeting, the Belle -Glade Junior 
Woman's Club met and agreed to take 
on the responsibility of producing a 
printed souvenir program for that day. 

Details haven't been worked out on 
the program, but the general concept is 
to print a program people attending 
the celebration on Memorial Day can 
keep over the years to remember the 
nation's 200th birthday and what Belle 
Glade did to help observe the event.

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An ounce of prevention 


Crime statistics are a startling reminder that 
everything is not all right. There are still many 
problems in our society, and unfortunately many 
of them are overlooked until they erupt into a 
serious crisis. The best time to face potentially 
dangerous situations is before they become 
unmanageable. 

Most of our law -enforcement and social 
service agencies are designed to handle 
problems after they occur, The police and courts 
get the criminal after he commits a crime. The 
juvenile justice system sees the youth who has 
already broken the law. The welfare department 
can only help after the worker loses his job. 

In many cases a problém can be solved if 
danger signs are noticed early enough. Planning 
ahead can ofter divert a potential crisis. 

The average person may never be 
unemployed for a long period of time, much less 
become a criminal, but he still faces many 
problems. These problems might be handled 
better if there was someone outside his family 
and job who could listen objectively and perhaps 
make suggestions. E 

Some social service agencies, churches and 
mental health centers provide this type of 
preventative counseling, but these services are 
generally not well known to the community. 
Even more important, there is a stigma attached 
to seeking such help. 

A person who seeks counseling is not 
relinquishing responsibility for his actions. In 
fact, he is accepting responsibility by choosing 

“not to stumble blindly into a disasterous social or 
legal situation. 

One need only witness an afternoon of trials at 
county or city court to realize the need for some 
place in the community where people can 
discuss their problems. In many cases ;а 
defendent .would-never bé-standing: before- 
judge if he had enlisted some aid before things 
got out of hand. 

This is not to say that everyone is headed for 
legal trouble if they don't get counseling. Some 
people won't ever need these services, but һе 

help should be available for people whatever the 
seriousness of their problem. 

Ih order to provide this opportunity, three 
steps must be taken. First preventative 
counseling must be given a high priority and the 
community made aware the services exist. 
Second the stigma attached to counseling must 
be lifted. Finally individuals must be willing to 
admit there is a problem and to do something 
about it.

' position on the necessity of setting standards for 
“education in the State of Florida. But we can't 
possibly say it any better than the resolution recently 
presented for the second time by the Belle Glade 
Lions Club for adoption by all the Lions in the state. 
Following is a reprint of the resolution in its entirety 
and on the right is a candid example of our high 
school graudate's ability. 


A RESOLUTION OF THE BELLE GLADE LIONS

WHEREAS, Chapter 233 of;the Florida Statues 
consists of enacted legislation pertaining to required 
courses of instruction, applicable to State public 
schools, but such legislation, perhaps signigicantly, 
does not require that the students learn how to read, 
write, add, subtract, divide, or multiply at any 
minimum level, but merely requires that the school 
teach efficiently and faithfully (whatever that may 
mean) the required material, and

SUGA 

‘The recent USDA projection of strengthening 
world sugar prices early this year has been pushed 
into the background as a market factor by the 
expectation of stepped up offerings of sugar by a 
number of sources. Ecuador is mentioned as. а 
possible seller, in addition to the Philippines (which 
is said to be holding a large amoung of old and new 
erty» sugar). Also, weekly sugar offerings by the 
European Community have been started. Despite 
references. to dryness in Cuban cane areas, and 
continued talk of possible Soviet offtake of sugar in 
the world market, the weight of potentially large 
offerings of sugar could keep sugar futures prices on 
the üefensive over the near term. 


MEAT MARKETS 

‘The six states cattle on feed report will be issued 
this afternoon and it is expected to show much larger 
than year ago placement as has been the case in 
recent months. However, these reports usually have a 
short, lived effect on the market and futures and 
expected to attract good support on any setback of 
100 points.or so. We still show uptrend in June 
forward on the charts and should a setback occur 
today we would probably be interest in taking a long 
position on further weakness tomorrow. 
Strength in hogs and bellies followed strength in cash 
resulting from an underrun and some forecasts for 
relative high cash hog prices for some time to come. 
In the high 40's, may also have been an influence. 
Despite an expected movement of bellies into storage 
last week, the bellies market was able to move 
sharply higher. This also came in the face of sharply 
lower cash prices. Traders réasoned that the lower 
cash would stimulate consumption. 


SOYBEAN COMPLEX

until such time as concern over growing crop raises 
some doubts about production. There has been а 
gradual improvement in'the soybean statistics to the 
extent that a few months ago some analysts were 
predicting an ending carryover of close to 400 million 
bus. Changes in the disappearance outlook have 
resulted in estimates close to or under 300 million 
bushels. That might not be considered a bustiensome 
surplus with prices under $5 and if we lock айбай to a 
reduced soybean acreage and a crop potetitial of 1.35 
billion bushels or so given normal growing weather 
one can see the element for strentgh in futures this 
Spring and Summer if for any reason that production 

is threatened and cuts of 100 million bushels or more 
are talked about. In that case one could look ahead to 
a more closely balanced new crop supply and 

demand. On the other hand, whether 

farmers will continue to withhold beans throughout 
the Winter, Spring and Summer іп the face of’ an 

adequate new crop potential is another thing. Even 

now, in the face of rising soybean, wheat and corn 

prices there is evidence of increased producer selling 
and this may be expected to accelerate in the next 30 
to 60 days as we move closer to tax paying time. The 

USDA continues to place the Brazilian soybean crop 

at 11.3 million tons vs. the Cacex estimate of 10.5 

million. A report on CNS late yesterday said that a 

Soviet report on grain production indicates that this 

year's prospects are not as favorable at this time as 

they were a year ago. This is due to drought that 

continued into the Autumn and Winter in many 

areas. 


CORN 

Strength in wheat and in the general grain list 
kept pressure off corn in the early trade and it 
seemed that the inevitable happened and futures 
finally moved up a bit and then ran into buy stops 
and then attracted fresh commission house demand. 
However, the stronger cash market had apparently 
attracted some producer selling and hedge pressure 
in the late trading, together with the sell-off in the 
bean complex and local profit taking proved to be too 
much for the corn market to absorb. Background 
news, aside from the whear crop acare, included news 
that very high prices for South African White corn 
were paid at the weekly tender, apparently to cover a 
short position. The U.S. Ag Attache in Argentina 
estimate the crop there at 6 million tons. The USDA 
said it thinks Brazil's exportable corn surplus will be 
2.5 million tons for the 1976-77 marketing year, up 
from 900,000 tons this season.

Before the design of this 
new greenhouse was started, 
quarantine facilities in several 
other states were studied and 
ice was sought from 
agriculture researchers. With 
the help and support of the 
citrus industry, we were able 
to get an appropriation of 
almost $59,000 to pay for 
construction, with the money 
coming from fees paid by the 
citrus industry. 

With this facility in opera- 
tion, when the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture builds an 
animal quarantine station near 
Key West, we will have in 
Florida the ability to safely 
import both plants and 
animals.

Cigars may be worse than 
smoking cigarettes 


Ex-cigarette smokers who 
switch to cigars may be 
exchanging a bad health risk 
for a worse one, reports 
Christmas Seal researcher, 
Allan L. Goldman, M.D., 
Tampa. 

Dr. Goldman says, "inhaled 
cigar smoke robs the blood of 
more oxygen than does inhaled 
cigarette smoke.” And, he 
said, most ex-cigarette users 
intentionally continue inhaling. 


Dr. Goldman is one of four 
researchers receiving Christ- 
mas Seal grants for 1975-76 
from the Florida Lung 
Associgtion and its affiliates to 
find answers to the cause and 
cure of lung disease. 


Dr. Goldman, Chief, Pul 
monary Disease Section, Tam- 
pa Vicerans Administration 
Hospital, condusted his study 
with 16” now-smokers, 24 


Some state campgrounds 


don't take reserva? 


TALLAHASSEE - Campers 
planning a spring holiday at 
Florida's state parks should 
note that reservations are not 
accepted at 18 of the state 
recreation areas. 

"Many persons do not 
realize that telephone reserva. 
tions cannot be made at these 
parks, and that accommoda- 
tions are only on a first-come, 


first-served basis,” explained 
Harmon Shields, executive 
director of the Florida 


Department of Natural Resour. 
ces. 

Shields said many persons 
have been calling these parks 
and become frustrated when no 
one answers the phone. He 
explained, “As these are less 
used parks, they don't have 
fulltime entrance stations and 
cannot always be reached by 
phone. Also, because they are 
less used, it is not likely that 
reservations will be needed." 

Shields suggested they write 
DNR in Tallahassee for a 
listing of the parks, so they 
wil know which recreation 
areas accept reservations by 
phone and those that do not. 

The director pointed out 
that 20 parks with camping 
facilities accept telephone 
reservations year róund and 
four parks only during 
summer months, beginning 
June 1. 

"Even at the parks accepting 
telephone reservations, half of 
the camping sites are saved for 
the drivein, crowd on a 


first-come, first-served basis,” 
he^stated. 

The following are helpful 
regulations for campers 
know:

Reservations will mot be 
accepted more than 60 days in 
advance of the check-in date. 

All parks open at 8 a.m. and 
close at sundown. 

All campers must arrive 
before sundown. 

Reservations will be held 
until 5 p.m. unless park is 
notified of arrival before 
closing time by phone on 
check-in day. 

Check-out time is 2 p.m. 

Camping fee is $3.50 per 
day, plus 4 per cent sales tax. 
Electricity is $1.00 extra, plus 
4 per cent sales tax. Those not 
using electricity at a hook-up 
site with electrical outlets are 
not charged. 

A campsite may be occupied 
by only one family or group 
(total number not t^ exceed 
10. Family or group is 
defined as one or more adults 
and those persons accompany- 
ing that responsible adult. 
Adult is defined as 18 years of

were ex-cigarette smokers. 

Carboxyhemoglobin levels of 
the 10 cigar inhalers were as 
much as four times as high as 
those of the 24 cigarette 
smokers, and 8 times as high 
those of thé non-smokers, Dr. 
Goldman said. Blood oxygen 
saturation was significantly 
less in cigar than in cigarette 
inhalers, and also was less in 
cigarette smokers than in 
non-smokers. | Carboxyhemo- 
globin is formed when carbon 
monoxide resulting from in- 
complete combustion of tobac- 
co is inhaled and combines 
with hemoglobin in the blood. 
Incapable of transporting 
oxygen, it interferes with the 
exchange of oxygen and carbon 
dioxide in the lungs, robs body: 
tissues оГ oxygen, апа 
contributes to hardening of the 
arteries. 

All 50 patients in the study 
had inhaled cigarettes in the 
past. After learning of their 
lung disease, 16 quit smoking 
entirely, 24 continued to smoke 
cigarettes and 10 changed to 
cigars, but continued to 
willfully inhale. Only 2 of 12 
cigar smokers examined during 
the study denied inhaling, and 
had very low carboxyhemoglo- 
bin levels to verify their 
denials, He concluded that 
most excigarette smokers 
who switch to cigars inten- 
tionally inhale. 

But, he added, most of these 
cigar smoke inhalers, as well as 
their physicians, were unaware 
of the potential harm of 
inhaling. Elevated carboxy- 
hemoglobin previously - was 
considered ап insignificant 
threat to cigar users, because 
it ws felt most do not inhale, 
he said. 

Dr. Goldman concluded that 
cigarette smokers should quit 
smoking entirely and if they 
do not switch to cigars, they 
should be warned about the 
danger of the extremely high 


carboxyhemoglobin ` levels 
which will result from inhaling 
cigar smoke.
